Care  and  Culture  of  Gladiolus 

Bulbs  should  be  planted  when  the  trees  of  your  native  vicinity  begin  to  unfold  their 
leaves  and  when  danger  of  frost  is  past.  Plant  in  beds,  borders  or  rows.  A  sunny  location 
away  from  heavy  roots  and  trees  is  most  desirable.  A  sandy  loam  is  best,  though  any  good 
garden  soil  will  do,  providing  it  is  given  proper  care.  Fertilize  with  well  rotted  manure  in 
the  fall.  Plant  3  to  5  inches  deep  according  to  size  of  bulbs  and  in  rows  18  to  20  inches 
apart.  Do  not  plant  bulblets  more  than  2  inches  deep.  After  the  foliage  has  attained  a 
height  of  8  to  10  inches  sprinkle  a  little  commercial  fertilizer  close  to  the  plants  and  work 
it  into  the  soil.  This  should  be  applied  at  intervals  of  12  to  14  days  to  insure  good  exhibition 
blooms. 

When  cutting  the  spikes  leave  four  or  five  leaves  so  as  not  to  injure  the  bulb  or  retard 
its  growth.  When  the  foliage  has  turned  brown,  but  always  before  freezing  weather,  dig 
the  bulbs  and  cut  off  tops  as  close  to  the  bulb  as  possible.  After  cleaning  the  bulbs  of  their 
old  roots  store  in  trays  in  a  cool  dry  place.

We  have  NO  THRIPS  and  from  reports  of 
inspectors  none  have  been  found  in  Oregon. 

DISCOUNTS — Prices  on  stock  in  this  catalogue  are  net,  as  we  have  already  reduced 
prices  to  the  minimum.  Our  prices  are  not  based  on  allowing  (as  a  discount)  extra  bu  bs  of 
5  to  20  per  cent  on  orders  amounting  to  a  certain  price  as  you  will  note  in  other  ca  alogues. 
However,  we  give  liberal  over-count  and  valuable  extras.  The  larger  your  order  the  more 
extras  you  will  receive. 

Orders  will  be  discounted  20%  if  the  purchaser  will  assume  transportation  charges.  In 
this  case  do  not  include  postage,  as  your  order  will  be  sent  C.  O.  D.  for  these  charges.  This 
offer  does  not  apply  to  collections  or  to  varieties  that  are  offered  at  more  than  $10.00  per

Glowing  shrimp 
pink,  many  open.  A  splendid  flower.  Very 
popular. 

ANNIE  LAURIE  (Brown).  Heavily  ruffled 
delicate  pink.  Overlaid  with  light  rose 
pink.  Good  commercial.  Wonderful  propa¬ 
gator. 

APPLEBLOSSOM  (Pf.)  Soft  pink,  very 
large  blooms.  Grows  5Y2  ft.  tall,  vigorous 
plant,  late  flowering.  Always  straight. 

APRICOT  GLOW  (Pal.)  Beautiful  apricot, 
large  wide  open  flowers,  on  tall  graceful 
spikes.  Very  rapid  propagator. 

AVE  MARIA  (Pf.)  Large  flowering.  Light 
blue  with  small  purple  blotches.  Seven  or 
eight  blooms  open  at  one  time.

A  very  rapid 
increaser.  Produces  bulblets  that  grow. 
One  of  the  tallest  and  most  vigorous  grow¬ 
ers.  Often  attains  the  height  of  5%  feet. 
Stands  excessive  heat  as  do  few  other 
varieties. 

BILL  SOWDEN  (Fallu).  An  extremely  large 
massive  deep  blood  red.  Six  and  one-half 
inches  across.  Consistent  winner. 
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BLUE  DANUBE  (Pf.)  Pure  amethyst-blue 
with  darker  blotch.  Six  to  eight  large  open 
flowers,  gracefully  arranged  on  tall 
straight  spike.  The  best  light  blue. 

BLUE  PEACOCK  (Sal.)  Deep  blue,  with  vel¬ 
vety  blue  blotch,  overlaid  with  cream. 
Five  or  six  well  open  florets  on  tall 
straight  spike. 

An  immense 
spike  of  5  or  6  well  opened  florets,  of  soft 
China  blue  with  silver  gloss.  Lower  petals 
overlaid  with  markings  of  bluish  purple. 

BOBBY  (K.)  Deep  rose  with  dark  red 
blotch.  Very  tall. 

BRIDAL  VEIL  (Austin).  Ruffled  white.  Five 
or  six  average  size  blooms  on  straight 
spike.  Opening  buds  show  tinting  of  green. 

CAPT.  BOYNTON  (Boynton) .  Very  popular. 
Four  to  five  wide  open  blooms  of  lavender 
blue,  purple  blotch  on  lower  petals. 

CAPT.  COURAGEOUS  (Ellis).  Large  mot¬ 
tled  red.  Good  exhibition  variety. 

CARMEN  SYLVA  (Dec.)  Very  fine  commer¬ 
cial  white.  A  wonderful  clear  color.  With¬ 
stands  hot  weather  exceptionally  well. 

CATHERINE  COLEMAN  (C.)  Wonderful 
spike  of  soft  salmon,  with  purple  mark¬ 
ings  in  throat.  Best  in  its  class.

EMILE  AUBRUN  (Lemoine) .  Huge  spike. 
Flower  of  smoky  bronze,  with  cherry 
blotch.  Strong  grower  and  good  propa¬ 
gator.

Intense  deep 
orange-saffron.  A  deeper  color  than  Alice 
Tiplady  and  a  great  improvement  over  the 
latter. 

KIRCH  HOFF’S  VIOLET  (Kirch.)  Beautiful 
deep  violet  blue.  One  of  the  best  violets 
and  in  great  demand. 

KUNDERD’S  YELLOW  WONDER  (K.) 
Clear  medium  yellow,  darker  throat.  Tall 
spikes  and  excellent  placement. 

LADY  MACBETH  (Ellis).  Large  red,  lighter 
throat.  Many  florets  open  on  spike.  Makes 
a  great  showing. 

LA  PALOMA  (Dus.)  Heavy  textured,  deep 
rich  orange.  Stands  sun  and  rain  better 
than  most  oranges.  Tall  strong,  healthy 
grower. 

LAVENDER  BRIDE  (Bride).  An  unusually 
large  smoky  lavender.  Lighter  than  the 
famous  Marmora.

LONGFELLOW  (Dec.)  Tall  straight  spike, 
with  7  or  8  large  wide  open  la  France  pink 
blooms,  perfectly  placed. 

LOS  ANGELES  (Houcl).  Delicate  pink,  flame 
feather  in  throat.  The  cut  and  come  again 
glad. 

LOYALTY  (Austin).  Clear  deep  yellow. 
Vigorous,  large  flowered,  good  substance. 
Many  open  on  fair  sized  spike. 

MAMMOTH  WHITE  (Pf.  U.  B.)  One  of  the 
best  exhibition  and  commercial  whites. 
Tall  spikes  with  7  or  8  blooms  open  at 
once,  often  measuring  6  Mj  to  7  inches 
across. 

MARGARET  FULTON  (Ogrodnichek) .  Rich 
deep  salmon  of  an  unusually  solid  color. 
Faint  apricot  in  throat,  no  other  mark¬ 
ings.  Good  propagator. 

MARIETTA  (Metzner) .  Delicate  shade  of 
salmon,  blended  with  orange,  deeper 
blotch  in  throat.  Tall  spike  and  large 
flowers. 

MARION  KOCH  (Austin).  A  striking  vari¬ 
ety.  Its  petals  being  rolled  with  tips 
twisted  to  sharp  points.  Color  pink  at  tips, 
shading  to  white.  Creamy  throat. 

MARMORA  (Errey).  Beautiful  lavender 
grey.  Giant  spikes  with  7  or  8  enormous 
sized  blooms  open  at  one  time.  All  per¬ 
fectly  placed.
